Bo it was especially important to develop tae commimications fran Karpatho- 
Ukraine (Uzhorod region) to the Yugoslev border. The emphasis. in all 
technical commmications activities is laid on eastern Hungary, in 
contrast to the western part. This was the reason for the puiiding of 
the “Magistrale” (suner-highway) Beregeurdny-Nyiregyhdizea-Debrecen- | 
Berettydujtal ~Szeghalon-hdkéscsaba-Tétkomldés-Maké-Szeged (see map). 


3o' The Magistrale. - The second class highway between Beregsurdny and 
Nyiregyhdéza has been reconstructed as a first elaes. highway, with a 
stretch of entirely new construction between Gyulahdza and Baktalérdnthdza. 
From Beregsurdny, with a branch road from there to Berehovo, through 
Véedrosnaméay to Gywlahdza the road follows the route of the former second 
class road; from Gyulahdza there is a stretch of new construction south- 
southwesterly to Baktaldrénthdza, where it again picks wp and follows the 
route of, the old road through Apagy to Nyivegyhdga, with the difference 
that it does not pass through Napkor. The bridge over the Tisza (Theiss) 
River at Vésdrosnamény is a new one. It will support a weight of 60 tons, 
like all the other bridges and culverts along the rowte. The concrete 
road surface is eight meters wide and hag paved shoulders on each 
- 9 1.5 meters wide. The distance from Beregsurdny to Nyiregyhéze is 
86 km. 
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Fron the road described sbove, a rebuilt first class road follows the 
route of the former second class road out of Vasdrosnamény through 
Fehérgyarmat, Mdteszalka, Nyirbdtor, Nyiradony, to Debrecen. The 
surface of this road is asphalted. Bar 


The formerly asphalted Nyiregyndza-Debrecen road was reoullt of concrete 
in 1950-51 and widened to sight meters. It also has a 1.5 meter paved 
shoulder om éach side. The length of this section is 56 km. It

The road Nyivegyhdza-Kisvdrda-Zfhony, has also been rebuilt as a First 


elass. roai.. 


From Debrecen second class roads without uniformity of character led 
through Berettydujfalu, Cstkm&, Szeghalom, Korteladdny, Mezéherdny, 
Békéscsaba, Csanddapdoza, Tétkomlds, Maké, Kiszoubér and Sadveg. These 
roads have now been unified and their surface rebuilt to first class 
roads. Completely new stretches were built between Mezdberdény- 
Békéscsaba and Csandiapdeza-Idtkonlés. The asphalt work. between Szeged 
and Maké is also finished, leaving only the Maké-Tétkomlés stretch 
still being worked on, with 1 May 1952 set as the finishing dete. 


The road from Sdtoraljaujhely, on the Czechoslovakian border » and 
Bolrog-Keresztur has also been rebuilt as a first class highway by 
changing the route. This road comnects through Géiszées with the 
Ushorod-Kosice road, which the Szechs rebuilt with conerete in 19h9, 
80 thet the Seviet Union has another direct highway from Karpatho- 
Ukraine to the west by this route, through Miskolc and. Budapest . 


The second class highway, Debrecen-Hajdaubdszdrmény-Polgdr. 
He jétereagtur > has been rebuilt as a first class road; the last section 
into Hejdheresztur, has been rebuilt as a first class road; the last 
section into Hejéteresztur is entirely new. At that point this road 
connects with the Budspest-Miskolc express highway. A concrete bridge 
of 60 tons load capacity has been built over the He j@ stream. In this 
way Miskole, Debrecen and Szeged are united by a modern through. 
automobile highway. 5
